NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 29th November, 2010 

G.S.R. 928(E),—Whereas the draft of Aircraft 
(Amendment) Rules, 2010 further to amend the Aircraft 
Rules, 1937, was published, as required by Section 14 of 
the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), vide notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Civil Aviation 
number G.S.R. 831 (E), dated 11 th October, 2010, for inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby before the expiry of the period of thirty' 
days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India 
in which the said notification was published, were made 
available to public; 

And whereas copies of the said notification were 
made available to the public on the 12th October, 2010; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have 
been received from any person in respect of the draft rules 
within the period specified in the said notification; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 5 of the said Aircraft Act, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Aircraft Rules, 1937, namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Aircraft (Carriage 
of Dangerous Goods) Amendment Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Aircraft (Carriage of Dangerous Goods) 
Rules, 2003 (hereinafter referred to as the “said rules”), in 
rule 12, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be 
inserted, namely:— 


“(3) The period of validity of the training referred to 
in sub-rule (2) shall be twenty-four months from the 
date of successful completion of the training. 

(4) In case of the recurrent training, the period of 
validity of the training shall commence from the date 
of expiry of the previous training subject to the 
condition that the recurrent training has been 
successfully completed within a period of not more 
than three months prior to the date of expiry of the 
previous training. 

(5) In cases other than those referred to in sub-rule 
(4), the period of validity of the recurrent training 
shall commence from the date of successful 
completion of the recurrent training.” 

3. Rule 13 of the said rules shall be numbered as 
sub-rule( 1) thereof and after sub-rule (1) so numbered, the 
following sub-rules shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(2) The Civil Aviation Requirements under 
sub-rule(l) shall be issued after placing the draft 
on the website of the Directorate General of Civil 
Aviation for a period of thirty days for inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be affected thereby : 

Provided that the Director-General may, in public 
interest and by order in writing, dispense with the 
requirement of inviting such objections and 
suggestions. 

(3) Every direction issued under sub-rule(l) shall 
be complied with by the person or persons to whom 
such direction is issued. 

(4) If any person fails to comply with any direction 
issued under sub-rule (1), he shall be punishable 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
six months or with fine which may extend to two 
lakh rupees, or w ith both.” 

4. In rule 15 of the said rules, for the words “has 
contravened or failed to comply with the provisions of 
these rules, he may”, the words “has contravened or failed 
to comply with the provisions of these rules or any direction 
issued under rule 13, he may” shall be substituted.
